i; Preliminary analysis of low-altitude photog- 
raphy o* 9 November has disclosed that the status of 
the IL-28 (BEAGLE) aircraft at San Julian a;id Holgu'ln 
airfields had not changed since 7 November. 

2. As of 1400 EST all of the r>ine ships desig- 
nated by the USSR to remove the ballistic missiles 
and associated equipment fro.-n Cuba were on their way. 
Seven of those ships hr.ve had their deck cargoes 
verified by US naval forces.
